MUNCE SEEKS TO

announced today. 
Munce left this afternoon for De­ 
troit but said he would return to 
Gettysburg and remain here "for 
a while” w ith three others who wall 
be in charge of the headquarters 
outfit. M unce said the other mem ­ 
bers would leave late this afternoon 
or tonight for Baltimore where they 
will join a camp located near the 
M aryland metropolis. 
Only a handful of the B. E. F. 
members rem ains in the local camp, 
the outfit having gradually broken 
up. on several occasions after flare­ 
ups in the local camp and once after 
the recent fatal crash of bonuseers 
following a drinking orgy.

Disarmament C o n f e r e nee 
Head Erpes Allies Adhere 
To 1919 Promise. 


London, Sept. 
17 
(AP)—.Ger­ 
many's demand for equality In arm­ 
aments received enthusiastic sup­ 
port Thursday from Arthur Hender­ 
son, president of the world disarm­ 
ament conference. 
Speaking before the national peace 
council, Mr. Henderson, who was 
foreign secretary in the last British 
labor cabinet, called upon the allied 
powers of the World war to carry 
out the disarmament provisions of 
the treaty of Versailles. 
Why shouldn’t the World war al­ 
lies get together and recognize that 
what was said in their names in 
1919 must bind them?" Mr. Hender­ 
son demanded. 
Dissatisfied With Conference 
“Why should they not publicly de­ 
clare their intention to remove Ger­ 
many’s position of inferiority with 
all possible haste and to restore 
Germany’s 
equality 
in 
military 
status?’’ 
On Saturday Mr. Henderson will 
leave for Geneva to make prepara­ 
tions for the impending resumption 
of the disarmament conference. Ad­ 
mitting frankly that he was dissatis­ 
fied with the results of the confer­ 
ence thus far. the labor leader as­ 
serted it would be an "intolerable 
jest" lf it failed. 
There is such a volume of opinion 
among delegates in favor of Im­ 
mediate steps to meet Germany’s 
claims to equality, he continued, the 
issue can be settled “not only to the 
advantage of Germany but to the 
advantage of Europe and the whole 
I world.” 
Sees Disaster In Failure 
The former foreign secretary ex­ 
pressed optimism concerning the 
work still facing the Geneva con­ 
ference. 
"Failure would be a veritable dis­ 
aster in the life of Europe and the 
world." he said. "It w'ould be miss­ 
ing a great historical opportunity, it 
would be an intolerable jest, and 
such being the case no responsible 
j statesman, in my opinion, can be 
prepared to face such an opinion. 
"On every ground—moral, eco­ 
nomic, political and material—the 
case for disarmament by interna­ 
tional agreement is overwhelming.
